The arteries are normally elastic. 
Control of blood pressure is exercis- 
ed, first of all, by the heart, or 
pump, through the force and fre- 


quency of its beat; and, secondly, | 


by the arteries, through their ex- 


pansion or contraction, which abil- | 


ities they possess as a result of their 


elasticity. Some of the arteries are | 


very large, such as those in the 
abdomen, and if they relax, they are 
capable of holding all the blood in 
the body. Sometimes they do this, 
with the result that the person faints 
because all the blood is drained away 
from the brain. 

As we get older, the elasticity of 
the arteries is gradually lost.

sure above normal. 

We do not know how hardening 
of the arteries can be completely 
controlled. We do know, however, 
what in many cases, will check the 
development of the condition. 
know that the absorption of poisons 
from diseased teeth, tonsils or other 
parts of the body must be stopped. 
We know that overstrain, both 


physical and mental, must be avoid- | 


ed. We know that the condition of 
all systems of the body must be 


watched and remedied when neces- 


sary, because if one part of the 
body is diseased or is not function- 


ing properly, a strain is thrown 


thereby upon all the other parts, in- | 


cluding the arteries and other parts 
of the arterial system.

SELECTING THE BREEDING 


MALE 


It may seem a little early in the 
to talk of selecting next 
spring’s breeders, but this is of such 
importance that it must be borne in 
mind early in the season, if best 
reults are to be secured. 

Early in the growing season the 
poultryman should have marked 
“for the block” all those chickens 
that had shown the character for 
slow feathering or any constitutional 
feathering or any constitutional 
weakness. There will thus be re- 
served for breeders, only cockerels 
from high laying dams that have 
laid large eggs. 

This latter is of great importance 
as there is unquestionably a tendency 
to diminution in the size of the egg, 
where selection has been followed 
for high production, without due 
care to also select for size of eggs. 

During the latter part of the sum- 
mer and early fall it will have been 
noticed that there were some 
cockerels that had developed sexual- 
ly very early. These cockerels almost 
invariably finish up as “ponies.” In 
other words, although they look 
large early in the season, they be- 
come set in their growth, and do not 
make birds of normal size at 
maturity. Cockerels of that kind 


should not be retained as breeders, 
as their offspring will have a 
tendency to mature in the same 
manner. They will lay early, before 
they reach proper body growth, and 
consequently lay small eggs through- 
out life. 

To summarize, the breeding mak 
should be the son of a high laying, 
large egg hen. He should be well 
grown, of good size for his breed, 
and above all should be vigorou

COAL RATE HEARING SET FOR 
NOVEMBER 6 


Ottawa, Oct. 25,—A hearing will 
be given by the board of railway 
commissioners in Ottawa on Nov- 
ember 6 to representations of the 
transportation and coal companies 
interested in the recent test that 
shipments of coal from Alberta to 
Ontario, and from the Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick coal fields to 
St. Lawrence river points. The actual 
schedule of costs entailed by the ex- 
periments will be set by the commis- 
sioners as required by the order-in- 
council which authorized the trial 
shipments, Based upon these and the 
evidence adduced before them, the 
board will make its report to parlia- 
ment. 

Last winter the government 
authorized experiments to last over 
a period of three months per annum 
for three years whereby Alberta coal 
would be transported to Ontario at a 
flat rate, stipulating that any dif- 
ference in cost between the figure 
set and the actual expenses would be 
refunded if necessary to the railway 
companies, The duty of determining 
this was placed on the board of rail- 
way commissioners who were re- 
quired to secure from all concerned 
the particulars of costs. 

The period of both of these tests 
has expired for the first year, but 
the experiments will be continued for 
two more years as required by the 
orders-in-council,

Cxplanations and Comments 


Obedience To Civil Authority & 
Christian Duty, verses 1-7,—‘Is it 
lawful to give tribute to Caesar, or 


not?’ was the burning question which 
the Pharisees brought to Jesus, and 
| you recall how He answered, “Ren- 
| der unto Caesar the things that are 


Caesar's, and unto God the things 
| that are God's.” A great part of the 
Jews were always questioning the 


| lawfulness of paying taxes and of 
recognizing the authority of the Ro- 
man Government. The Jews of 
Rome had been especially turbulent, 
and of this Paul must have heard 
many accounts from Priscilla and 
Aquila, who had been forced to leave 
Rome on account of the trouble. In 
| writing to the Romans, therefore, | 
| Paul was naturally led to take up 
the question of the Christian's rela- 
| tion to the civil authority. i 

“Let every soul be in subjection to 
the higher powers—those in author- 
ity, the civil rulers, he counseled, and 
then by means of two clauses, one 
negative and the other positive, he 
asserted that the fact of the author- 
ity being established argues that it 
was ordained of God. 

“The Roman Empire maintained 
| law and order, protected life and pro- 
perty, and was on the whole, as Pau 
believed, a beneficient power. Nero, 
the reigning emperor, was, it is true, 
a dissolute young man who often ar- 
bitrarily did as he pleased with the 
lives of his subjects, but at the time 
Paul was writing, persecution of the 
Christians had corne from other Jews 
or from popular riots, and not from 
the Roman Government. At Paphos 
(Acts 13), Thessalonica (Acts 17), 
Corinth (Acts 18), and at Ephesus 
(Acts 19), Paul had found the Ro- 
man officials a restraining power to 
his persecutors. Noteworthy is it, 
that after Paul had appealed to Rome 
and had been kept in confinement for 
some time without trial, he wrote to 
Timothy, 1. Tim, 2.1, 2; “I exhort 
therefore, first of all, that supplica- 
tions, prayers, intercessions, thanks- 
givings, be made for all men; for 
kings, and for all that are in high 
places, that we may lead a tranquil 
and quiet life in all godliness anu 
gravity.”

Reason For Butter Shortage 
More Milk Made Into Cheese 
Account Of High Prices 

As the end of the dairying season 
approaches, there are 8,800,000 
pounds less butter in cold storage in 


On 


| Canada than last year, Figures pub- 


lished by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics show 29,129,000 pounds in 
storage on Oct. 1, ag compared with 
38,009,000 pounds on the same date 
in 1927, and 32,175,000 pounds for 
the five-year average. 

A similar depletion of cheese 
stocks is revealed. There were 27,- 
793,000 pounds in storage on Oct 1, 
a decrease of 7,977,000 pounds from 
last year's total of 35,770,000 pounds. 
The five-year average was 30,348,000 
pounds, 

The quantity of cheese graded up 
to the end of September of this year 
was 1,219,150 boxes, as compared 
with a total of 1,163,208 boxes for 
the same period in 1927, or an in- 
crease of 55,912 boxes. 

The reason ascribed by Depart- 
ment of Agriculture officials for the 
lower stocks of butter and cheese 
this year as compared with last year 
is the higher prices prevailing for 
cheese in the export markets. More 
milk was made into cheese and less 
into butter as a result and both pro- 
ducts have been exported quickly to 
meet the outside demand.
